NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., M arch I.— Forty persona 
dead and a hundred or more injured was the estim ate 
tonight as the toll of an explosion in the TNT plant of 
the Nixon Nitration works. 
Flames showered through 
forty buildings of an adjacent celluloid works and de­ 
molished the little industrial town of Nixon. 
An ac­ 
curate check on the num ber of killed was impossible. 
As many of the victims, dead and dying, who could 
be removed from the blazing ruins were taken to half 
a dozen hospitals and hastily equipped emergency mor­ 
gues. 
Their bodies were so m utilated and burned that 
only a few were identified. 
By nightfall twelve bodies were reported recovered 
and several had been identified tentatively. 
Spurred on

who forw'aias the game to the city. 
De^r average in

IOO and 125 pounds, w*ith some of 
the bucks reaching 150. After the 
animal is killed it is 
dressed, plac­ 
ed in an automobile or wagon, and 
produce pi’ed over it for the trip 
to market, the poacher 
and 
the 
dealer usually refer to it as m ut­ 
ton. 
The two men under arrest here 
ostensibly grew* turnips and sweet 
potatoes on a small farm near the 
Cleo Springs state 
preserve, 
the 
warders declared. 
They 
attracted 
the deer to the preserve boundary 
fence by sprinkling sweet potatoes 
on 
the ground. The animals are 
very foua of sweet potatoes, the 
game wardens said. 
During 
the 
night the poachers would

wait near the fence and as the an­ 
imals came up to get the sw*eet po­ 
tatoes tne poachers would fire in­ 
t l the herd, killing two or three 
of the animals.

enrolled in high school classes. 
Nine consolidated schools in this 
county have busses w’hich 
gather 
fhe children in the morning, take 
them to school and convey them 
home in the afternoon. Good roads 
make possible the operation of the 
busses the year round. There is one 
union graded and 51 district schools 
in 
Tillman county. Three of the 
district schools and one consolida­ 
ted school are independent. 
The 
school enrollment is approximately 
5,200 and more than one-fifth of 
these are In high school classes.

ous extent, that in spit£ of “111 far­ 
es the land, to hastening ills a prey 
where wealth accumulates and men 
decay” 
So said Goldsmith. What 
was true in his time, is still true. 
The writer is by no means an alarm 
ist, but when we consider the for­ 
tunes of such men as Ford, who 
is reputed to be worth $500,000,000 
of Rockefeller, whose wealth prob-

MISSOULA, Mont., Feb. 28.—The 
site of a trading post which, 500 
miles inland from the Pacific ocean, 
was founded in 1807, at virtually 
the same time that John Jacob As­ 
tor was establishing his post at the 
mouth of the Columbia river, has 
been located by Duncan McDonald, 
of Dixon, Mont., son of an early 
Hudson Bay Company factor. ^ A 
blind Indian was McDonald’s guide- 
The heap of stones and wood 
ashes are on the shore of Lake 
Pend Oreille in northern Idaho. 
They are all that are left of the 
log barricades and cabins which 
were built by David Thompson in 
1807. 
Thompson was an employe of the 
Hudson Bay Company in easterv 
Canada when Astor determined to 
send his expedition by boat around 
Cape Horn. Offered employment by 
Astor, Thompson decided instead to 
head an expedition of his own to 
cross the continent and establish a 
post at the mouth of the Columbia 
before Astor’s 
could 
round the 
Horn. 
But Thompson’s expedition xvas 
forced by hostile Indians to camp 
for a winter north of what now is 
the city of Spokane, and the Thomp­ 
son party arrived at the mouth of 
the Columbia to find Astor’s men 
building their cabins. Thompson re­ 
turned to the Rocky Mountain re­ 
gion and built his fur-trading posts 
on Lake Pend Oreille in what has 
become northern Idaho, on Flathead 
Lake, in what is now- western Mon­ 
tana, and near the present site of 
the city of Missoula.

It was only a small group of dauntless men who gathered in 
a store building on that momentous occasion and risked their 
lives by thus hurling defjance at Santa Anna, who styled 
himself the “Napoleon of the West.” The American colonists 
had for several years endured the tyranny of the Mexican 
government and finally smarting under the many acts of 
injustice determined to bear no more. 
Not being permitted 
to enjoy the freedom to which Americans had been accus­ 
tomed which had been promised them when they settled in 
Texas, they dared to strike for their liberties, although the 
struggle was against heavy odds and the promise of success 
was small indeed. 
However, some weeks after signing the 
declaration, the little army under Sam Houston utterly de­ 
stroyed that of Santa Anna and established the independence 
of an area that was an empire within itself. 
Then followed 
annexation to the United States and the war with Mexico 
which resulted in the acquisition of another large territory 
from which some of the richest states have been carved. 
Houston and his fellow patriots laid a broad foundatiQn upon 
which Texas tests today. 
The state is the largest in area of 
the forty-eight and in time will contain the greatest pop­ 
ulation.

has found that Germany has wiped put her debts by the 
simple process of printing money and forcing her creditors 
to accept it.

Her railroads and other public utilities 
ow*ned by the states are in fine shape and properly managed 
should pay handsomely.

JACKSON DAY. 


January 8, is an anniversay dear to the American people 
for it was on that day in 1815 that an undisciplined army of 
frontiersmen under the command of Andrew Jackson won 
one of the greatest victories in the history of this nation over 
a force of the best trained soldiers Great Britain could put 
in the field. The British outnumbered the Americans two to 
one but the Americans were fighting for their homes and 
with the training they had gone through from early child­ 
hood these backwoodsmen were at home in a fight, as the 
British found after 2,600 of their soldiers had fallen. 
It developed that a peace treaty had been signed two 
weeks before the battle, but it was several weeks more be- 
for the news reached this country. However, had the British 
won they would have had time to do great damage before 
the news of peace reached them. 
The victory was all the more dear to the Americans be­ 
cause it was the only outstanding achievement on land during 
the entire war. 
Led by officers for the most part incompetent and ham­ 
pered by enemies at home and bickering of politicians, the 
American army had made the poorest showing it ever made 
in. a war. Jackson’s victory aroused intense enthusiasm as it 
tended to blot out the memory of the numerous humiliating 
defeats. It proved that a real general had at last appeared, 
but it was too late to do anything more to redeem the record 
made by other leaders. 
However, the nation did not forget Jackson. At once he 
was boomed for the presidency, but not being inclined to 
capitalize his laurels, it was not until nine years later that 
he consented to have his name considered. He had already 
demonstrated that he did not rely on his military genius 
alone for his reputation. He was recognized as a man of 
sterling honesty and inflexible purpose. Once in the White 
House his battles were many and fierce. He was known as 
the best loved and most hated man who ever occupied the 
presidential chair, but he never wavered. 
Jackson’s career was one of the turning points of the 
Democratic party. Under his leadership its policies and prin­ 
ciples took definite shape and to this good day the most emi­ 
nent leaders of the party have been proud to be termed 
Jacksonian Democrats. It is indeed fitting that the party 
celebrate this date every year, for Jackson’s virtues so great­ 
ly outweighed his faults that he will always stand as a monu­ 
ment to integrity and sturdy American manhood.

It is all very well for philanthropists to establish and 
endow great universities, but it occurs to us that some of 
these men could do greater good with their money by provid­ 
ing more funds for aiding weak rural schools. The country is 
fairly well supplied with institutions of higher learning but 
the children in the rural communities are not getting a fair 
chance for an education. If a millionaire or group of million­ 
aires wishing to do lasting good for the people would create 
a large trust fund with the proviso that the income from it 
should be used to aid weak rural schools it is hard to estimate 
the good that could be accomplished. After the close of the 
Civil war when the South was impoverished and no southern 
state had a system of public schools, George Peabody gave 
a fund of $2,000,000 or more for the purpose of helping the 
prostrate states establish public schools. Aid was given where 
ever it was needed most and in a few years every state was 
able to maintain a system of its own although even to this 
day the rural schools are not able to meet the needs of their 
communities. Peabody set an example that could be follow­ 
ed to great advantage by other men of his type. Think how 
much good could be done in Pontotoc county with even an 
additional $10,000 annually.
